LONDON, Feb. IO.— The Central 
News agency today published a dls- 
patch from Wellington, New Zealand* 
that Captain Robert F. Scott, the 
Antarctic explorer, and all his party 
perished in a blizzard, near McMur- 
do bay. Scott did not die until after 
accomplishing the object of his per­ 
ilous trip. 
From records found with the bod­ 
ies of the party, it wag sbowm that 
Scott reached the south pole on Jan­ 
uary 18, 1912. They were overtaken. 
bv a blizzard and on their return 
died before they could reach shelter. 
The agency therefore was in close 
touch with the relief expedition set 
out December 14 from Christ Church 
in the steamer Terra Nova to look 
for Scott. 
Was Gone Three Years 
Captain Scott had been in the Ant­ 
arctic nearly three years. 
The last 
message from him 
was received in- 
*April 1911, when Lieutenant Pen­ 
nell, commanding the expeditionary 
ship Terra Nova, returned to New 
Zealand bringing word that Captain 
Scott, with a party of five men, was 
150 miles from the south pole and 
was pushing on. 
He sent back word 
that he would remain another win­ 
ter in the Antarctic to complete his 
work. 
Captain Scotts expedition sailed in 
July, 1910.

J. A. MacDonald, for .even years 
superintendent of the Kansas City 
division of the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul railroad, with 
head­ 
quarters at Ottumwa, la., has been 
promoted to the superintendency of 
the Northern and La 
Crosse divi­ 
sions of the same line, and will make 
his headquarters in Milwaukee. Al­ 
though a comparatively young nan, 
Mr. MacDonald has had twenty-nve 
years’ experience in railroad work. 
On Aug. 4, 1887, 
the 
youthful 
MacDonald entered the general of­ 
fices of the Chicago Milwaukee and 
St. Paul at Chicago, in the account­ 
ing and auditing department. 
In 
1901 during the summer season, he 
was sent to Aberdeen, 8. D., by the 
company as traveling freight 
and 
passenger agent. He was given charge 
of the traffic on the James River 
and the H. and E. divisions 
and 
was later elevated to division freight 
and passenger agent for the road at 
this point. 
Mr. MacDonald was on the ground 
when the extension of the line was 
made from Bodwie to Evarts and 
from Eureka to Linton. At that time 
Eureka was one of the largest pri­ 
mary wheat stations in the whole 
west and farmers hauled their wheat 
to the numerous elevators there for 
a distance of eighty miles. 
He was 
also familiar With the

from
